This morning, on cross 
examination, 


he was interrogated regarding the steps 
which led up to his turning State's evi- 
dence.

"fall guy" and that Hankin had made 
him so. He said that tho latter had been 
mixed up in other things, and 
Lynch 


began to feel a sense of injury against 
Rankin. He next told of a conversation 
with Assistant District Attorney Hanley. 


Promises Made 


"He told me," he testified, "that he 


couldn' t make meat of one and fish of 
another 
He said that the district at- 


torney "would not go to government and 
ask for a pardon for me, but they might 
ask for a commutation of sentence.

Lvnch maintained further that he had

Threatens Trouble 


Former Governor George C. Pardee 


of California, let It be known that 
there -would be trouble the moment an 
attempt to endorse Secretary Ballinger 
was made. A majority of the dele- 
gates are anxious to ignore the con- 
troversy. 
Joseph N. Teal of Oregon 


presided at the _mornlng session and 
Chief Forester Gilford Pinchot was 
the principal speaker, his subject be- 
ing "Principles of Conservation."

For Welfare of Many 


"Third, to see to it that the great 


natural resources so developed ana | 
protected shall be ;used permanently 
for the welfare of fthe many instead 
of for the profit of tne few. 
"The.,, conservation idea 
covers 
a 


wide Afield. 
It aims at the greatest 


good of the greatest number for the 
longest time. 
It is simple, definite 


and direct. 
It advocates the use of 


foresight, prudence, thrift and, Intel-, 
ligence in public affairs for the same 
reasons -nhich lead us 
to 
exercise 


these familiar virtues in our private 
business 
It proclaims equally the 


right and duty ot the people to take 
thought, and to act for the benefit of 
the people. Therefore, in a word, it 
demands the application of common 
sense to the common problems for the 
common good. 
"The 
principles of 
conservation, 


thus described, have a general applica- 
tion the breadth and value of which 
are very remarkable. 
The develop- 
ment of resources and opportunity, the 
prevention of waste and loss, the pro- 
tection of the public 
Interest, 
by 


foresight, prudence, thrift and in- 
telligence—all this applies with clear 
and undeniable force to the conserva- 
tion of natural resources 
But It ap- 
plies just as clearly and undeniably 
to the conservation of every interest 
and necessity of the people.

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The City Tax Levy. 


At the next meeting of the Council, the ta 


rate for the current year will be fixed, on th 
recommendation of the Finance Committee am 
with the approval of the Mayor at $1.26 on eacl 
$100 of the assessed valuation of property. Thi 
rate is six cents in excess of the tax rate of the las 
fiscal year; but it must be considered in the naturi 
of a necessary extraordinary levy to meet the de 
mands created by park and playgrounds improve 
ments. These are at present in course of being 
carried out. It would be the unwisest kind o 
policy, of course, to suspend their development 
as ioth are matters of the greatest importance to 
the welfare and progress of the city. Through 
the addition of six cents to the levy these im- 
provernents can be carried on without cripplinj 
the street, fire and police departments which is 
something out of the question to entertain. The 
city is growing more rapidly than it has ever done 
before and the demands made upon the three de- 
partments named are correspondingly increasing, 
To cripple either of them would mean to arrest 
the progress of the city, for it is essential that its 
streets shall be kept in repair and life and prop- 
erty efficiently protected and that each of the de- 
partments directly concerned shall be maintained 
abreast of the city's growth. 


Cinching the Wine Industry. 


The California Winegrowers' Association was 


organized sixteen or seventeen years ago to 
smash the ring which had secured control of the 
California wine trade and made enormous for- 
tunes for each of its members by grinding the 
grapegrowers and small winemakers between the 
upper and nether millstones as the latter were 
compelled to sell to the ring at any price it named, 
having no other market for their crop. The ring 
grew so bold in its operations that it finally made 
an arbitrary rate of $5 per ton for grapes and nine 
cents per gallon for wine. Hundreds of grape- 
growers turned the plows into their vineyards and 
devoted the land to other uses. The California 
Winegrowers' Association was organized to save 
the industry by finding a market for the output of 
the vineyards of its members. It broke up the 
monopoly which had been created by the San 
Francisco Winedealers' Association and put the. 
California winegrowers on a sounder footing than 
they had been for many years before. Up to this 
year wine grape growing has been profitable since 
the Winedealers' Association's control of the out- 
put was smashed. 


The California Winegrowers' Association is 


now in the saddle from which the Winedealers' As- 
sociation was unseated and it is apparently adopt- 
ing the same tactics toward the small winegrow- 
ers and wine manufacturers who have built up the 
wine industry of the State and constitute its back- 
bone. The story is told in a Woodland dispatch 
which 
represents that 
George Beveridge of 


Fresno, representing the California Winegrowers 
Association, who is visiting that city which is 
located in the heart of a large wine grape growing 
district, has fixed the price of $5 per ton on the 
wine grape crop of Yolo county. It adds: "At 
this price it is claimed the growers must sell their 


- grapes or let them go to waste, unless they have 


hogs to fatten on them. Many will feed their entire 
crop to hogs, turning the animals into their vine- 
yards.'' To make matters worse for the grower 
and a greater cinch to the new monopoly, the 
price fixed is payable in two installments, namely, 
$2.50 in' December and $2.50 in March next. No 
grape grower in the State can afford to pick the 
grapes off the vines at the figure, let alone deliver 
them at the shipping points which will cost an 
average of $2.50 per ton. 


As a result of the gouge which the new 


monopoly is placing on the industry, history is 
repeating itself—the plows are being turned into 
many vineyards to uproot the vines and return the 
land to grain or hay growing, or some other more 
profitable purpose for which it may be fitted; or 
hogs are being turned into the vineyards to fatten 
on the crops, or the grapes will be allowed to go 
unpicked and rot on the vines. The new monopoly 
is demonstrating the fact that it is a greater curse 
to the industry than the one it displaced sixteen 
years ago.

Saving Native Forest 'Relics. 


Tulare county has taken the precaution to 


preserve for posterity forever one of the national 
timiber features of the foothill territory of the San 
Joaquin valley, the supervisors having purchased 
a grove of the finest California oak trees left 
standing in the valley, and under the terms of the 
deed it is to be dedicated for perpetual use as a 
public park. The tract is known as the Mooney 
grove and comprises one hundred acres. It is lo- 
cated between the cities of Visalia and Tulare and 
will, therefore, be a welcome acquisition to both 
communities. 


In disposing of the property to the county the 


seller was doubtless influenced by the public use 
to which the property is to be devoted, for it is 
said that quite as much as the price paid for the 
grove •could have obtained for the standing oak 
timber growing on it and the land be still retained 
after the trees were removed. One of the binding 
conditions in the deed is that none of the timber 
shall ever be cut except that which shall have be- 
come dead through natural causes. Future gen- 
erations will doubtless gratefully appreciate the 
park reservation, not only for its natural beauty, 


for the additional virtue that it will become 


in time one of the remnants preserved of the na- 
tive timber growth of the great valley which'is ithe newsPaPer publicity about his plans

racts which have at various times been given to 
he city or been bought by it for park purposes. 
Vnd these should be preserved, as the Mooney 
ak grove has been preserved by Tulare county, 
or the benefit of posterity and the historical 
alue which they possess. 


The erratic fluctuations of the salmon fishing 


and canning industry are illustrated in this year's 
experiences in a marked degree. The late run of 
sockeye salmon in the Strait of San Juan de Fuca 
and the Gulf of Georgia and in the mouth of the 
Frasen. river on the way to the spawning grounds at 
the headwaters of that stream was unpreccdent- 
edly large, and the catch was the greatest in the 
history of salmon fishing and canning in that 
quarter. While this condition prevailed in the 
Fraser river salmon fisheries, the run in the Co- 
lumbia river has been exceptionally light. The 
run was not only 25 per cent shorter in duration 
this year than last year, but the pack shows also 
a corresponding decrease. 
Yet the Columbia 


river fishermen and salmon packers anticipated 
an exceptionally large run, as the school developed 
by the salmon fry "released by the hatcheries lo- 
cated on the river in 1905 was due this season. 
The number of salmon fry turned into the stream 
• i 1905 was exceptionally large, and as it is the 
habit of the fish to return to the stream wherein 
it was hatched three years later to spawn, it was 
expected that the run in the Columbia river would 
be correspondingly- large. 


When it comes to the taking of the United 


tates census next year it behooves the United 
•tales census takers to be on guard against get- 
ing the population statistics of San Francisco 
nd Oakland mixed. The population claims of -San 
Francisco are now suspiciously excessive. It is a 
matter of common knowledge that the major part 
of the population located on the shores of San 
Francisco bay is in the east bay ci^es and their 
suburbs; but some of San Francisco's newspapers 
have been persistently exaggerating the resident 
population of that city by including in the enum- 
eration tens of thousands of persons who are 
permanent residents on this side of the bay. And 
the exaggerated claim that the population of San 
Francisco is now greater than it was before tlie 
fire is being fortified in advance by inflated regis- 
trations of voters and the ^stuffing of the school 
census. The inflation of the registration of voters 
is plainly suggested in the earnestness with which 
it has been advocated that the 40,000 or 50,000 
residents of this side of the bay who are employed, 
temporarily or permanently, in S,an Francisco, 
should be allowed to vote where they are 'em- 
ployed. If there has been any stuffing of the 
school census, it has been done for the double pur- 
pose of swelling the contribution from the State 
Treasury to the local school fund and to serve as 
an excuse for "sustaining the inflated population 
statistics. One thing is certain, the manner in 
which the next census will be taken in San Fran- 
cisco will bear -watching closely. 
, 


The survey for the site of the 'dam to be 


erected by the Federal government at the Iron 
Canyon of the Sacramento river below Redding 
for the supplying of water for an' irrigation sys- 
tem to be developed by it, has been finished.

Hiram Cornell, first cousin of Ezra Cor- 
nell, the founder of Cornell University, 
with whom in early days lie was 
as- 
sociated in business, died yesterday 
In 
King's Daughters" Home, Fortieth and 
Broadway, at the ag;e of 94 years. Death 
was due to old age. 
Cornell was born in Ulster county, N. 
Y., June 14, 1814. Early In life he en- 
guged In business with Ezra Cornell in 
Poughkeepsle, conducting1 a pump -works. 
The beginning of the war in '61 found 
him engaged in farming in Missouri, in 
rebel territory. Cornell obtained a com- 
mission as a captain of union cavalry. 
He was told that he must either leave 
the state or suffer the loss of his home 
and the massacre of his family. 
Captain Cornell was obstinate and re- 
plied that for every one of his family 
harmed he would take the lives of twenty 
Southern prisoners) At the time he had 
five 
daughters

infant son. 
Throughout the trouble ho kept a surplus 
of twenty prisoners as a pledge that he 
would do what he threatened. His chil- 
dren were never \harmed, nor his home 
burned.

She had written on the back of the 


marriage certificate that In case of death 
her property, consisting of the house and 
lot where she was living at the lime of 
the trageJy, should revert to her mother, 
Mrs.

That the woman contemplated the ter- 


rible deed several hours before was plain 
to be seen. The lunch dishes were still 
on the kitchen table, and her husband 
had gone into the front room to sit In 
his easy chair.

Then, his wife, taking 
a fully loaded revolver of .38-callber, 
walked into the room and, standing close 
to her sleeping spouse, fired taro shots 
inlo his head.

There are certain 
shortstops and second basemen who ere 
last masters at taking throws and put- 
ting the ball onto the runner quickly, 
rut nine times out of ten If through their 
nne work a man Is retired, everybody Is 
shouting about the good work of the 
catcher. 
"Jack Klelnow and Ix>u Crlirer are two 
catchers who, by great throwing, make it 
easier for a second baseman or shortstop 
to g-et a runner and s-re, in my opinion, 
the best throwers in the American league.
